• few foreign-owned patches. Some 
parts have been governed by mod- 
ern princes ruling with Arabian 
Nights splendor, holding power of 
life and death over their minions, 
maintaining their own armies, and 
subject Indirectly to the British 
king-emperor. 


India is usually thought of as en- 


tirely British, but France and Por- 
tugal keep tiny toe-holds on the 
edges of the huge British domain.

ization of milk. 
Of infants ad- 


mitted to hospital 75 per cent are 
brought because of loss of weight, 
vomiting or diarrhoea. Dr. Smith 
believes that in the majority of 
cases the trouble is found in one 
of the following groups and in 
this order of importance or fre- 
quency, (a) infection, (b) inher- 
ited tendencies or defects, 
(c) 


wrong hygiene or wrong health 
habits of the home, (d) improper 
food. An accurate history, e care- 
ful examination, and laboratory 
tests are usually sufficient to place 
the case in one of the above four 
groups.
